1 . (Currently Amended) A ski-sk d frame for removable attachment to a [[standard]] 
pair of alpine ski bindings, comprising: 

a frame; 

a seat connected to the frame; 

a first and second ski connection member pivotally attached to the frame; 
a first and second ski control rod attached to the first and second ski connection 
members, respectively; 

a first and second foot plate as sembly attached to the first and second ski connection 

members, respectively, 

the first and second foot plate issemblies further comprising a first and second foot 
plate extender slidingly engaged to a rear portion of the first and second foot plate assembly 
whereby the length of the first and second foot plate assembly can be selectively adjusted 
and whereby the ski-sled frame can b 2 removably attached to a [[standard]] pair of alpine ski 
binding s; and 

a brake positioned under the s<;at such that the brake is dispo sed between the alpine 
ski bindings and whereby the brake is engaged with the grou nd bv outward movement of the 
first and second ski control rods . 

2. (Previously Presented) The sl<:d of claim 1 wherein the bindings are fixedly attached 
to a pair of snow skis. 

3. (Previously Presented) The slod of claim 1 wherein the ski control rods further 
comprise handles. 
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4. (Previously Presented) The slei of claim 1 wherein the seat is attached to the frame 
by a spring/cushioning system. 

5. (Previously Presented) The sled of claim 1 wherein the frame includes a foot rest. 

6. (Previously Presented) The sled of claim 1 wherein the frame includes toe clips. 

7. (Previously Presented) The skd of claim 1 wherein the frame includes a back rest. 

8. (Currently Amended) A frami: for supporting a rider, comprising, 
a frame; 

a seat fixedly attached to the Irame; 

o u~Vo rationed under the seat s uch that the brake is disposed between the alpine 
ski bindings; and 

ski connection means pivotal, v attached to the frame for removably connecting the 
frame to a [[standard]] pair of alpine ski bindings. 

9. The frame of claim 8 wherein the ski connection means are adjustable to fit different 
length alpine bindings attached to a standard pair of alpine skis. 

10. (Previously Presented) The f rame of claim 9 further comprising a first and second ski 
control rod. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A ski- sled frame for removable attachment to a standard pair of 
alpine ski bindings and skis, compr: sing a frame, a first foot plate assembly piyotelly affixed 
to the frame and a second foot plate assembly pivotally affixed to the frame, whereby the 
first and second foot plate assemblies are removably attached to a [[standard]] pair of alpine 
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ski bindings mounted on a pair of sno * skis, and a brake positioned under the frame such 
that the brake is disposed between the alpine ski bindings. 
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
